Wasiiinoton, Nov. IS. -The big four 
of the democratic majority on the ways 
and mean* committee held a long and 
exciting seulon Friday night at tha 
Arlington hotel In the room of one of 
the quartet Chairman Wllann, of West 
Virginia; Clifton K- Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas, Wm. D. Hy num. of Indiana, 
and Moses T. Htevena, of Massachu- 
setts were the tout U> put their heada 
together and try to straighten out thn 
difficulties that have arisen in the path- 
way of the committee in the prepara- 
tion of their new tariff bill 

The four member* remained at the 
Arlington until a late hour Saturday 
morning, and so great were the prob- 
lems they tried to solve that they were 
finally obliged to give them up ami ad- 
journ until another date 

The trouble is that the elections have 
had their effect upon the democratic 
memliers of the ways nnd means com- 
mittee, and they are all torn up and at 
war w ilh each other In regard to the 
revision of the Urlff. 

It can be stated on tho authority of 
one of the big four that tho committee 
will not have the tariff bill ready 
by the let of Decern be l. as ex- 
pected, and that congress will be in 
session many daya again 'before the 
waya and means committee will tie 
ready to report In fact. It U said that 
January 1 will come and go before the 
democratic tariff bill Is In ahape lo be 
presented to the country. Chairman 
Wilson before the elections thought 
his committee In full accord with him 
mil the bill drawn up and presented by 
tho admltt. st ration 

Indeed, so great waa the discontent 
and poaitivc refusal to accept the ultra 
bill thai the big four came together in 
great haste Friday night to try and 
smooth out things, but even in the 
quartet there waa difference of opinion 
and little progress waa made. It seems 
to be the Intention of Chairman Wilson 
now to prepare an ultra bill which will 
be forced through the bouse If po»- 
slble and go to the aenate for final re- 
vision. It U acknowledged that when 
ariff bill rcachea the ornate it 
so changed and alteret that 
no one of ita creator* In the house will 
recognise It Thia point ia beiog used 
by "Ihe free trade monitors of the com- 
mittee to pUcate their opponent* and 
get them to agree to the administra- 
tion bill 

There Is a great doubt In tho minds 
of the democratic mcmbera of the ways 
and means committee as to the fate of 
the bill in the house. A few mcmbera 
of congress who have returned to Wash- 
ington are talking lo an entirely differ- 
ent strain in regard to the tariff from 
what they did before tho election* 
The revolt of some of the strongest 
tariff tensors is making the commltteo 
exceedingly uneasy . and what Ik fur- 
thermore strengthening the kickers U 
the appearance here just now of Urge 
Il legal ions representing interest* af- 
fected by the proposed bill. They are 
here protesting and fighting against 
any reduction whatever. Kach day 
brings new delegations and now com- 
plications. Senator Frye. of Maine, 
ho is one of the oldest and aatutcat 
statesmen In congress, does not be- 
lieve that the repeal of the ail- 
verpurchasing law will Uslingly 
Is-nefil the financial conditions of 
the country. He soys the ailver law 
was a scarecrow and only frightened 
people, while in fact the commercial 
disturbances lie deeper and are imbed- 
ded in our economic policies The sen- 
ator believes that within a very few 
vears Knglaml w ill be driven to nego- 
tiate with us for universal free eoinago 
of sliver upon a ratio which wll!

sorry 1 can say nothing on the political 
question at the present time. In the 
course of the morniu|r I Intend to ad- 
dress your minister of foreign affairs, 
asking when it will suit the convenience 
of Presideut llole to receive my creden- 
tials from the D. s. go«ernment At 
the same time 1 shall send him a manu- 
script copy of the remarks 1 Intend to 
deliver on the occasion of my presenta- 
tion to hi ia This Is my llrst experi- 
ment in diplomatic matters, but 1 un- 
derstand sueh to bo the custom When- 
ever the president untitles mo of his 
ruudiness to receive me I shall be on 
hand. I'mlcr^ the circumstances it 
would l-c an act of discourtesy to the 
Hawaiian government to discuss the 
political situation at the present time." 

President Hole promptly replied to 
Minister Willis' note and it was ar- 
ranged that the l ulled States envoy 
should present his credentials to the 
provisional government at 11 o'clxk 
Tuesday morning. Tuesday morning 
Minister Willis was again interviewed 
and again declined to atale whether he 
would do more than present his creden- 
tials on the occasion of his nrst meet- 
ing w ith the representatives of the pro- 
visional government. He positively 
declined to state when he would make 
his official communication from the 
t'nited States government to the Ha- 
waiian authorities. 

At the time of the interview prepar- 
ations were made for sailing the steam- 
er China from Sun Francisco. The next 
steamer, the Australia, sailed Satur- 
day. November II. Minister Willis 
even refuse. i to say whether the exact 
nature of his mission to Hawaii would 
I..- made known before that date. 

Late Sunday night, Nov. 6, there waa 
a large gathering at the house of Mr. 
Widermaiin. one of the qneen's sup- 
porters The gathering waa attended 
solely by men in sympathy with the. 
cx-IJuccn l.ilionkalanl The ex-queen 
hstl passed word around among her 
supporters that she waa to be restored 
to the throne Wednesday. Novemlier a, 
the day following the departure of the 
steamer China for San Francisco. It 
was reported that the gathering at Mr. 
W icdcriniinn'a house was of the nature 
of a jubilee. 

When Admiral Irwin arrived at Hon- 
olulu Monday, November «, on the 
steamship China, accompanied by 
Licuts. Adams and 1'ur.ueuter, he im- 
mediately went on ixmrd the Philadel- 
phia and was busily engaged on board 
until Tuesday morning. Admiral 
Skerrett, who was relieved by Admiral 
Irwin, and Lieut*. Wilson and Fox, also 
relieved, took their formal farewell of 
President Dole and the provlai6nal cab- 
inet on the morning of Wednesday, 
Novemlier K Admiral Skerrett deliv- 
ered a short and felicitous address; 
und Presi.lent Dole responded in kind. 

When the naval party arrived the 
provisional troo|>s were drawn up along 
the driveway from the gate to the exec- 
utive building, and the Ha vvaiisn 
Iwnd played "America, - as the admir- 
al's party passed In President Hole. 
In his speech, said ho hsd hoped Ad- 
miral Shen-ett would remain in Hono- 
luln until Hawaiian affairs were set- 
tled, as the admiral had been in Hono- 
lulu during so uiiu-h of thu recent 
trouble. When the officers left the 
building the bund played the "Star 
Spangled llauner."
